Walters did so Wednesday night re- 
marking to the man who took his 
place, that there' would probably be 
some dead men around there before 
long.

At 4 o'clock this morning Walters 


strolled casually into the Palace and 
ordered something to eat. Having fin- 
ished his meal, he walked leisurely up 
to the bar, where Johnson was taking 
a drink. Without a word Walters draw 
a 4 6-calibre Colt's revolver and fired 
The bullet struck Johnson squarely 
between the eyes, killing him instant- 
ly.

President L. P. Swift 
of Swift and Co. made this declaration at the annual 
stockholders meeting: 
"It is needless for me to say to 


those present, who are more or less familiar with the facts 
that the reports in circulation about the beef trust ar« 
without foundation. There is absolutely no conspiracy 
or combination to control either the purchase of live stock 
or the sale of meats, or packing-house products. On the 
other hand, the packing Industry is subject to the severest 
kind of competition, both In buying and selling and the 
per cent of profit of sales in the packing-house industry 
Is less than in any other line of business." Mr. Swift al- 
leges that persons "more or less familiar with the facts" 
know there is no trust. Now listen to the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 


"That there is a conspiracy to control the market of 


the nation for fresh meats, that it does control It and that 
its control Is merciless and oppressive, are facts known 
of all men." 


The difference of opinion between Mr. Swift and Mr. 


Moody about the knowledge of all men here seems fairly 
salient. We hope the department of justice may be able to 
add some exactness to what is "known of all men." If 
these facts are known of all men surely sufficient know- 
ledge and ability are the only requisites to obtaining le- 
gal proof.

pronounced article In opposition to the measure pro- 


posed by Senator Newlands for the control of Interstate 
railroads by means of a national Incorporation act. We 
»»y "as was to be expected," because It Is a foregone con- 
clusion that the present editor of the Silver State can al- 
ways be relied upon to "shy a brick" at anything Mr. 
Newlands might propose. He Is affected with an acute 
attack of "Newlandsphobla." ta coin a word to nt a 
disease prevalent among a few Nevada Republicans who 
are so partisan that they cannot give credit even where 
credit Is obviously due. 


The strange thing about the Silver State's objections 


are that they are based on the fear of the "actual ex- 
tinction 
of the States as political entitles." Heretofore 


we have been taught to believe that the doctrine of State's 
rights was a Democratic creed and to declare that the 
Mates had any rights which a majority In congress could 
not set aside, was akin to treason. 


It Is true that the Democratic party Is today opposed 


to any centralisation of power In the general government, 
but as we understand It tnat opposition does not extend to 
the length of denying the general government Jurisdic- 
tion and control of Interstate questions such as are now 
tried and adjusted through the U. S. Federal Courts. Mr. 
Newlands. In advocating the passage of a national Incor- 
poration act, declares that the power to accomplish the 
regulation of Interstate commerce Is already vested «n 
congress although hever fully exercised. "Its exercise," 
he declares. " would Involve no contradiction of the Dem- 
ocratic views as to the reserved powers of the state and 
local government." 


It Is probably true as the Silver State says, that the 


resolution Is the most radical measure ever Introduced In 
congress. But It may also be said with truth that the rec- 
•mmendatlons of President Roosevelt are the most radi- 
cal ever proposed by an American president. The con- 
ditions necessitate, radical measures. As long as the 
power to regulate and control Interstate commerce can be 
hampered by obstructive and destructive legislation by the

united today In paying honor to Em- 
peror William on the oeceafefe of his 
46th birthday. 
Military reviews were 


held in all the chief cities of the em- 
pire, and in churches of all denomina- 
tions there were special thanksgiving 
services this morning. In the capital 
the banks and exchanges* offices and 
shops were closed, the streets deco- 
rated with flags and 
bunting and 


crowded with people. 


During the course, of the morning 


Emperor Williams and the Imperial 
family attended service in the chapel 
of the castle. 
Later in the' day the 


Emperor received congratulations pre- 
sented by all of the member* of the 
diplomatic corps, including Ambassa- 
dor Tower. 
Emperor William has now been on 


the throne seventeen years and the 
strenuous life is. beginning to tell on 
him. 
During the 'last year or two 


his hair has become streaked with 
gray and his face shows the Imprint 
of the "crow's feet." Those acquainted 
with the every day life of the Emper- 
or are not surprised that he is be- 
ginning to show traces of age, due not 
so much to advancing years as to his 
abnormal activity of mind and body. 
In addition to the cares of state, which 
are sufficient in themselves to bring 
the average mortal to an early grave, 
there appears to be absolutely noth- 
ing great or small that does not engage 
the attention of his Imperial highness. 
When not engaged with the many 
problems of state, he finds time to de- 
sign warships, paint pictures, write 
books, criticise plays and music and 
attend to the most minute details re- 
lating to the army, navy,- the courts 
and the commercial and industrial af- 
fairs of the empire. 


Withal, he finds time to pay the 


most devoted attention to his large 
and interesting family. As "pere de fa- 
mille," the Emperor is something quite 
different from his public self. True, he 
remains the autocrat there, but while 
he is rather severe with his children 
and never allows disobedience to go 
unpunished, even in the case of the 
crown prince who has not attained his 
majority, he lets all of them have their 
full measure of fun, nevertheless. 


Those best acquainted with the home 


Ufe of the Emperor declare that he IB 
as devote<* to the Empress as when 
he led her to the altar. The Imperial 
couple will celebrate their twenty-fifth 
wedding anniversary next year and i$ 
will be made the occasion for grand 
festivities throughout the empire. The. 
Empress is believed by everybody who 
knows her, and there Is but one voice 
as to her excellent qualities as a moth- 
er and wife. Even the most rabid so- 
cialist has never been known to ac- 
cord her aught but praise.
